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Trainor Fined $250 


Arthur F. Trainor, accused of 
uttering seditious words in Mayor 
Lambert’s store on Miz ay 7th, the 


date of the sinking of the Lusitania, 
convicted, at Calgary 
last Friday after evidence had 
been given by Mr and Mrs Lambert 
ard Miss Joyce Pearcy. A 
charge of sedition, alleged to have 
been committed previous to the 
offence on May was heard and 
on this was acquitted 
Oo the first charge, however, he 
was fined $250 and or six 
months in Lethbridge jail 

Judge Simmons was scathing in 
his comments, declaring if he had 
heard anyone make such remarks, he 
might be tempted to take the law 
into his own hands 

Trainor, in the box, declared he 
was a Canadian, born in Prince Ed- 
ward Island, and a matter of 
fact, he was horror stricken at the 
occurence, and that what he said 
was in tones of disgust and not in 
delight. ‘I said ‘Huh! they’ve got 
her at last,’"”’ he declared in answer 
to Mr McKinley Cameron, his 
counsel. He admitted that he was 
somewhat disgusted with what ap. 
peared to have been mismanagement 
of the ship in not being able to evade 
asubmarine. He declared emphati- 
cally, however, that he was a 
British subject, and that his sym- 
pathies were completely British, ‘] 
was misunderstood,” he averred 

Mr Justice Simmons in_ inflicting 
the punishment on the first charge 
on Friday, commented that he had 
modified his opinion of the intent of 
Trainor’s utterances since testimony 
had been brought torward as to 
character, and showing that he had 
not used any language of a similar 
nature before 

That threw a different light upon 
the matter, and he would not 
inflict such a heavy sentence as he 
had at first intenced.
